fwerrilla Activities 


Tt must not be concluded from the above that guerrilla and milite.ry 
activity has been abandoned. Coloriel Jose Antoalo Paz Mateos is in 25X1A2g 
Casablanca to obtain weapons for the guerrillas. (— reported 
Gol.

Gil Veloso, Artillery Captain, makes frequent trips inside Spain and isa 

in contact with the guerrillas, who recently have not funetioned to the 
complete satisfaction of the leaders, It is complained that undesiravle 
elements have infiltrated them, which give them at times the aspect of 
bandit groups. The guerrillas complain, in their turn, that they do not 
receive orders, The directorate of the guerrillas 1s thinking of using 
small radio transmitters which until now they have not been able to use

Recently there has been incrensed action against the ‘puerrillas by the 
Spanish authorities, in the attert to isolate the various frouvs and to 
reduce their sphere of activity, Indications are that the fuerrillas 
are preparing to increase the intensity of their activity next spring. 


fhe Communists also are in touch with some military men in the Spanish 

arny, For the moment the objective is not to incite then to revolt, but 
rather to neutralize then and to attempt to convince them tha’ the Communists 
are not as much to be feared ag the Regime's provaganda indicates. Some 
officers and non-commissioned officers are being a.swvroached, but the extent 
of thie activity is not known. ‘the guerrilla activities are carried on 
indeveniently of the vropaganda work among the Franco military men. 
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
